The authorities state that the M uk­ 
den treasure is worth 
fourteen m il­ 
lion dollars. 
Prince Ching has noti­ 
fied the dowager empress 
that

can raise live thousand loyal troops 
at once, and hundreds are volunteer­ 
ing as a result of 
special 
induce­ 
ments. 
The royalists are 
planning 
an expedition against Nanking. 
Pre­ 
m ier Yuan is in hiding fearing a ru­ 
mored plot by the younger Manchu 
princes to assassinate him. 
Reports of dissension between pro­ 
visional President Sun and W u Ting 
Pang have been confirmed.
